Kristi and Mike Mozina, 12, a 
sixth grade student at Salem, 
seesaw ed 
b ack 
an d 
fo rth 
through 50 words before Mike 
sp elled “ caco p h o n y ” using 
“an y ” to end the word. 
Kristi correctly spelled the 
word and then sealed her vic­ 
tory with “incoherence.” 
She is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Franklin of 1816 
Depot Rd. Mike is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. E dw ard Mozina of 432 
S. Madison. 
Three Others Place 
The other three spellers who 
will represent the county in the 
regional bee a t Canton April 16 
a t 1:30 p.m. are Debbie Bozick, 
11, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Bozick of E ast P ales­ 
tine, third; Connie Hotchkiss, 
12, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Hotchkiss, a United 
Local student, fourth, and Amy 
C arpenter, 12, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jack C arpenter of 
E ast Palestine. 
When six spellers w ere left, 
K risti w as a sk e d to spell 
“exalted” by Pronouncer Atty. 
G ary B arringer of E ast L iver­ 
pool. Kristi spelled “exulted.” 
Since B arringer had not given a 
definition, Kristi won a 
re­ 
prieve and went on to be nam ed 
the champion. 
She and Mike began their 
battle at 9:04 p.m ., just four 
m inutes after the final word list 
w as started. During those four 
m inutes, Amy C arpenter m is­ 
spelled “indubitable,” leaving 
out the “t,” Connie Hotchkiss 
sp elled “ p ro m u lg a te ” using 
“ m al,” and Debbie Bozick left 
the “s ” out of “ rescind.” 
Some of the words which 
Kristi and Mike spelled on their 
way to the top w ere concierge, 
c o n tre te m p s, 
eu p h em ism , 
anschluss, 
tertian, 
perspica­ 
cious, punctilious, polissoir and 
scurrilous. 
*Tan,’ Not ‘Ten’ 
M ary Kopec of Salem , spelled 
several difficult words, then fell 
to “ tandem ,” using a “ ten ” 
M ary knew as soon as she said 
“e ” that it was wrong and 
started to walk aw ay from the 
microphone. 
The first speller of the bee, 
S usan C a rlisle of S outhern 
L ocal, 
s ta rte d 
to 
spell 
“ a b ility ,” 
an d 
a p p a re n tly 
thinking ahead, she said “a ” 
and then pronounced “bi” to­ 
gether as “by ” and was dis­ 
q u alified . It w as a h e a r t­ 
breaking m om ent because she 
knew how to spell the word. 
At tim es the spellers had 
d ifficu lty u n d e rsta n d in g the 
w ords. H ow ever, B a rrin g e r 
was using pronunciations from 
the W ebster’s dictionary—the 
sam e one used by the judges. 
Nine spellers went down in 
the first round. Traci White of 
E a s t L iverpool a lm o st lost 
when she spelled “assen t” by 
u sing “ a s c e n t.” A gain, no 
definition had been given so she 
was perm itted to rem ain a 
speller.

Human Rights Concern 
Is Stressed By Carter 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - R e­ 
jecting claim s that the United 
States is interfering in the in­ 
ternal affairs of other nations, 
President C arter used his first 
m ajor trip to stress that con­ 
cern for hum an rights should 
not 
be 
lim ited 
by 
national 
boundaries. 
"No m em ber of the United 
Nations can claim that m is­ 
treatm ent of its citizens is 
solely its own business,” C arter 
told the United Nations T hurs­ 
day 
nig h t. 
“ E q u ally , 
no 
m em ber can avoid its respon­ 
sibilities to review and to speak 
when torture or unw arranted 
deprivation of freedom occurs 
in any part of the w orld.” 


C arter, meanwhile, planned 
to sign a bill today to bring the 
United States into com pliance 
w ith 
the 
U nited 
N a tio n s’ 
econom ic sa n c tio n s a g a in st 
w hite-dom inated Rhodesia 
The United States, under the 
so-called B yrd A m endm ent, 
has ignored the sanctions to 
perm it importing chrom e from 
the south African nation. 
Everyw here C arter went on 
his two-day 
trip to M assa­ 
chusetts. West Virginia and the 
United Nations, he was en­ 
thusiastically received despite 
— or perhaps because of — the 
potency of his words. 
T h e search for peace and 
justice m eans also respect for 
hum an flignity,” said C arter at 
the United Nations, m aking 
chopping m otions w ith his 
hands for added em phasis. 
C arter said he will work for 
congressional ratification of the 
UN covenants on economic, 
cultural and social rights, and 
on civil and poltical rights, the 
long-delayed U N . G enocide 
Convention; and the T reaty for 
the Elim ination for All Form s 
of Racial D iscrim ination.”

COLUMBUS (U PI) - The 
Ohio G eneral Assembly is in 
weekend recess following adop­ 
tion of a revised Senate code of 
ethics and legislation involving 
m otor vehicles. 
The code of ethics governing, 
for the first tim e, employes as 
well as m em bers of the Senate, 
w as 
ad o p ted 
unan im o u sly 
Thursday with no debate. 
D rafted by Rules Com mittee, 
it was nearly identical to the 
code which governed senators 
in the 111th General Assembly, 
except 
for 
the 
inclusion 
of 
Senate employes. 
“A m em ber or employe shall 
conduct himself at all tim e so 
as to reflect credit upon the 
Senate and shall obey all rules 
and all laws relating to his 
conduct in the perform ance of 
his duties,” read the code. 
‘T h e code provides for a 
m em b er 
a b stain in g 
from 
voting if he feels he has a 
conflict of interest, prohibits 
influence peddling and outlines 
the h earin g and co m p lain t 
procedures before the Senate 
Ethics C om m ittee,” said Sen

In February

Consum er prices rose a full l 
per 
cent 
in 
February, 
the 
biggest monthly surge of in­ 
flation in nearly two and one- 
half years, the Labor D epart­ 
ment reported today. 
The increase, reflecting a 12 
per cent annual rate rem inis­ 
cent of the deepest recession 
day s of 
1974, w as caused 
largely by higher food prices. 
Severe w inter w eather brought 
a record Increase in vegetable 
prices. 
Fixid prices rose 2 per cent 
last month, the largest increase 
in three years. 
F ebruary's increase comes 
on top of a 0,8 per cent jum p in 
January. These big increases 
com pare to average monthly 
rises of no m ore than 0.3 per 
cent in the last four m onths of 
1976 
Not since Septem ber, 1974 
when inflation was approaching 
a jx)st-World W ar II peak - 
have consum er prices risen as 
much in one month. Vegetable 
prices have never risen as 
sharply in one month since the 
g o v ern m en t b e g ar 
keeping 
records. 
Econom ists prom ise no relief 
from 
this 
trend 
in 
March 
Inflation is not expected to cool 
significantly until April at the 
earliest 
The Consum er P rice Index 
was 177 1 in F ebruary, reflect­ 
ing an increase of 6 per cent 
over the past year This m eans 
that goods and services costing 
$100 in 1967 now cost $177 10 
About half of the F ebruary

Salem Man Quits

Upsets Panel Members 


Co l u m b u s - ( u p d 
— 
Republican members of the 
Ohio Senate Energy Committee 
are upset about the progress of 
the investigation into Ohio’s 
natural gas crisis, particularly 
last week’s trip to Washington 
by two staff members hirea by 
committee chairm an Sen Neal 
Zimmers, D-Dayton. 
T hursday, the two staff 
members gave the committee 
¡what was termed an “interim 


report’’ based on their trip to 
Washington, DC. to meet with 
federal officials. 
Most of the information in the 
report was compiled from a 
report of the US House Sub­ 
committee on Oversight and 
Investigation, chaired by US. 
Rep. John E. Moss, D-Calif., 
which 
the committee could 
have gotten by mail for free. 
“We haven’t sat down and 
had a strategy meeting on what

Spring Officially 


Begins On Sunday 


One of the worst winters in 
memory will officially come to 
an end at precisely 12:43 p.m. 
Sunday when the sun crosses 
the celestial equator or “first 
point in Aries” marking the be­ 
ginning of spring 
It is not the sun that is moving 
but the earth. Although the 
earth's axial tilt with respect to 
the plane of its orbit around the 
sun remains a constant 234 de­ 
grees, the direction of tilt 
changes during the course of a 
year 
In December the north polar 
axis of the earth was pointed 
away from the sun. By June 21 
it will be pointed in the direc­ 
tion of the sun. On March 20, the 
earth will stand mid-way in its 
orbit between these two ex­ 
trem es As a result, day and 
night will be approximately 
equal in length and the sun wiil 
rise due east and set due west 
and stand about 50 degrees 
above the southern horizon at 
noon.

Wendy Gets 
Term Of 1 
To 15 Years 
OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) - 
Wendy Yoshimura, convicted 
on bomb conspiracy charges 
and sentenced to prison, is 
being allowed freedom on bail 
ju st like her underground 
traveling companion Patricia 
Hearst. 
Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Martin Pulich set 
bail 
at 
$50,000 
for 
Miss 
Yoshimura, 34, Thursday after 
sentencing her to state prison 
for a term of one to 15 years on 
a conspiracy charge and up to 
five years on each of two 
charges of possession of bomb 
materials and an automatic 
weapon. 
The terms will run concur­ 
rently, and — under a law 
taking effect on July 1 — she 
could be released at any time 
between 16 months and three 
years. 
Although Pulich did not 
mention Miss Hearst by name, 
he said it would be “a little 
anomalous” to refuse bail for 
Miss Yoshimura while Miss 
Hearst is free on bail. 
Miss Hearst was sentenced to 
federal prison after conviction 
on bank robbery charges. She 
was released on bail — pending 
appeal -a fte r she had already 
started serving her term 
The charges against Miss 
Yoshimura, a Japanese-Ameri 
can a rtist, 
resu lted 
from 
discovery of bomb factory in a 
garage in nearby Berkeley in 
1972. Authorities said she had 
rented the garage where bombs 
were being made for an attack 
on a Naval ROTC facility at the 
University of California 
Miss Yoshimura and Miss 
Hearst were arrested in Sep­ 
tember 1975 in San Francisco 
where authorities also captured 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
soldiers William and Emily 
Harris. 
After sentencing, Pulich al­ 
lowed Miss Y oshim ura 
to 
rem ain 
free on 
her 
own 
recognizance until March 31, at 
which time she will have to post 
the new bail or begin serving 
her sentence. The bail motion 
was filed by her attorneys who 
said they would appeal her 
conviction. 
The judge also denied Miss 
Yoshimura’s request for a new

The fem inist dream of a society free of sexual 
stereotypes is running up against som e hard and 
apparently unchangeable truths about hum an 
nature. 
One of them is that, despite efforts by adults to 
encourage th ereto do otherw ise, “girls play with 
dolls and boys play w ar.” 
So reports Dr. Brian Sutton-Sm ith of Columbia 
University T eachers College, who studied 40 
boys and 40 girls in the New York area to find out 
w hether attem pts to encourage youngsters “to 
expand beyona traditional roles” ha( 
pact on their play. It didn’t. 


He found that no m atter w hat toys w ere 
available, the girls played with toys concerned 
w ith dom estic operations while the boys played 
with toys oriented to activities outside the home. 
Sim ilar findings have been published 
in 
another source, which can hardly be accused of 
bias against women. 


Sociologist Jan et Lever reports in “ M s.” 
m agazine that in a year of w atching fifth- 
g raders a t play, she found that girls tended to 
play indoors while bovs preferred outside play. 


Boys also played in larg er groups, as in team 
sports or “w a r” gam es, and played in m ore 
m ixed-age groups. G irls engaged in less co­ 
operative, less com petitive exercises. 
Fem inists m ay argue, of course, that subtle 
and perhaps unconscious pressures by parents 
and society are responsible for this stereotyped 
behavior by boys and girls. 
But that only raises the question of why these 
subtle influences should be so powerful, while 
overt attem pts to m ake girls and boys m ore alike 
a re so rem arkably unsuccessful. Most of the 
m others in Sutton-Sm ith’s study, incidentally, 
said they w ere against toys that catered to 
stereotyped sex roles 
M aybe boys and girls — and men and women 
— really are different, and what the fem inist 
m ovem ent should be w orking for is not a unisex 
society but one in which persons of both sexes 
a re as free as possible sim ply to be them selves 
and to realize their natural potentials. 
. .We concur because up and down State St., on 
the Lisbon Village Square and in Columbiana, 
Leetonia and elsewhere, we find boys and girls 
are different.

THE THOMPSON BILL is 
blessed w ith a certain sweet 
sim plicity.

M eany, who c an n o t u n d e r­ 
stand, try as he m ay, why any

dispute, the union electricians 
m ay walk out on strik e — but 
their strike cannot shut down

Thom pson’s bill would change 
the law. A picket line a t one 
part of the site would be treated 
as a picket line for the whole 
site. If the subcontractor em ­ 
ployed both union and non­ 
union w orkers, the pressures 
would prove alm ost irresistible.

Hey — it’s here now 
A m e rican s h av e the im ­ 
pression that solar energy is a 
future alternative to oil and 
gas. In fact, it’s not only a prac­ 
tical fuel alternative today, but 
it has been for over 40 years. 
In the 1930s, before cheap 
natural 
gas 
and 
electricity 
becam e available, som e 60,000 
d o m e stic 
so la r 
hot 
w a ter 
heating system s w ere installed 
in 
this 
country, 
mostly 
in 
F lo rid a 
S o lar 
hot 
w ater 
heating is standard today in 
Israel and A ustralia. 
T here seem s to be no reliable 
inform ation about how m any 
a re 
now 
in stalle d 
in 
th is 
country but they num ber in the 
thousands and, with few excep­ 
tions, they’re working well and 
paying for them selves in lower 
fuel bills. 
F o r 
ex am p le, 
a 
ty p ical 
hom eow ner on Long Island uses 
about 30 per cent of his heating 
energy to heat w ater He can 
install a solar system for about 
$1,500. On cloudy days, he will 
still use conventional fuel to 
heat his w ater tank, but overall 
he will reduce that part of his 
heating requirem ent by 50 per 
cent 
If the cost of energy only goes 
up 7 per cent a year, his original 
investm ent will be recovered in 
10 y ears. Put another way, it 
will e arn at least a 10 per cent 
annual tax free dividend 
If 
energy costs go up faster — and 
of course they have been — his 
recovery will be faster and his 
tax 
fre e d ividend w ill 
be 
g reater. In any case, his solar 
system is a perm anent home 
im provem ent asset which he 
can expect to enhance the value 
of his house for resale. 
We estim ate that if 75 per 
cent of the single-family homes 
in this country had solar hot 


w ater heaters today, the United 
States would be saving 250,000 
barrels of oil a day. If you add 
to that the potential savings in 
com m ercial operations, espe­ 
cially in laundries, c ar w ashes 
and other businesses that use 
large am ounts of hot w ater, the 
potential of this sim ple, proven 
and available technology to 
reduce 
our 
consum ption 
of 
im ported oil 
becom es 
even 
greater. 
So why the “som etim e in the 
future” perception? 
One reason is probably the 
name. Solar energy sounds like 
space technology. Som ething 
exotic, com plicated and un­ 
reliable — not for my house. 
Not som ething r 
sim ple as a 
liquid circulate! 
ross a 
dark 
surface expose^ 
o the 
sun, 
w here it gets hot, and then c a r­ 
ried back inside where the heat 
can be used. 
A nother 
re a so n 
for 
the 
m isperception is the idea of 
“energy independence.” We’ve 
seen a spate of new spaper 
stories about future energy sys­ 
tem s 
th at 
could 
so m ed ay 
replace im ported oil for all our 
requirem ents, and it’s in that 
context that m ost people en­ 
co u n ter the idea 
of so la r 
energy. Solar is a prom ising 
fu tu re 
so u rc e 
of 
m assiv e 
am ounts of energy, but the 
dim en sio n s of our n atio n al 
problem are g re ater than its 
potential. 
As a nation, we should be a g ­ 
g re ssiv e ly d ev elo p in g 
new 
technologies 
to 
use 
w ind, 
n u c le ar and o th e r en erg y 
sources, as well as new and 
better ways to use our rem ain­ 
ing supplies of fossil fuels All 
this should be based on a 


national program to encourage 
the conservation of energy, be­ 
cause as I read the num bers, 
without effective conservation 
m easures, no com bination of 
foreseeable energy sources will 
m eet our needs. 
I suspect th ere’s at least one 
m ore reason for the m ispercep­ 
tion. The energy spokesm an for 
the federal governm ent today is 
the Energy R esearch and De­ 
velo p m en t 
A d m in istra tio n . 
That is a research agency. 
Inevitably, their eyes a re on the 
future, and on next y e a r’s re­ 
search budget. 
But 
w hile 
E R D A 
is 
publicizing studies that shew 
the need for m ore solar re ­ 
search — and m ore research is 
needed — the country is over­ 
looking the opportunity to use 
w hat we have right now. 
This is not like im proving rail 
tra n s p o rta tio n for e x am p le, 
where developing new trains 
doesn’t m ake sense without the 
parallel developm ent of entire 
system s of tracks and sw it­ 
ching and services and rates 
and regulations and on and on. 
Solar energy requires no inven­ 
tion, 
no 
new 
g o v e rn m e n t 
agencies, no new installation or 
servicing skills, no new m anu­ 
fa c tu rin g 
qr 
d istrib u tio n 
methods. 
It only requires the individual 
homeowners who are fed up 
with the rising cost of fuel to 
realize that they can become 
not just energy consum ers but 
energy producers — now.

When the property tax is 
prohibitive, protect yourself! 
A friend in our senior-age 
group 
(w e’ll 
call 
him 
Joe 
Hom eowner) worked a deal 
that saved his home. He put a 
solid business proposition to his 
daughter and his two sons. The 
three grown children bought 
the deal. Since so m any of us 
a re in the sam e tax situation as 
Joe, the project m ay be worth 
careful consideration. 
Joe and Mrs. Joe own a home 
free and clear. If they can 
‘ continue to pay their property 
tax, the house will be willed to 
their children. But with soaring 
p ric e s fo r e v e ry th in g and 
confiscatory 
property 
taxes, 
this m ight be impossible. Sound 
fam iliar? Read on. 
Joe and Sally Hom eowner 
m ade a decision. Sim ply ex­ 
pressed, it said: ‘T h e hell with 
the whole idea of a legacy. We 
brought up these kids. We paid 
for their schooling. We helped 
them buy their first car. We 
paid their doctor bills. We gave 
them wedding presents. We 
really don’t owe them any­ 
thing.” 
M rs. Joe added. ‘T h e money 
we have left is for us to enjoy. 
It’s okay by me if we die flat 
broke.” 
“No can do,” replied her 
husband. "We bought our house 
26 y ears ago for $18,000. It 
would now sell for 
$38,000, 
m aybe m ore. We’re bound to 
leave a substantial e state.” 
“Sez you,” Mrs. H. counters. 
“ F ir s t of a ll, 
p ay in g 
th e 
property tax will break us. 
Also, we have to fix the roof. We 
m ust paint inside and out. The 
way the place looks now w e’re 
tearing down the neighborhood. 
We m ust also keep som e sm all 
savings to cover illness. 
“T rue enough,” J. H. says. 
“If property taxes go up m uch 
higher w e’d be forced to sell. 
We c an ’t m ake it on our in­ 
come. Our property is our only 
big possession.” 
A w orried silence follows this 
discom forting discussion. Then 
Joe cam e up with an idea 
“ Why not get our children to 
pay the property tax? 
The 
house m ay get to be worth $50 
grand or m ore over the years. 
If we m anage to keep the house 
they’ll inherit the bundle. 
“Say the house is worth $39,- 
000. W e’re paying $1500 a vear 


in 
property 
tax. E ach 
kid 
contributes $500 a year. When 
we die we leave a special clause 
in the will dividing by three the 
money received from the sale 
of the house and its contents.” 
‘T h a t would be tough on 
M ary,” Mrs. H. said. “You 
know the trouble sh e’s having 
with Phil laid off. She couldn’t 
lay out the money for her share 
of the property ta x .” 


He responded thoughtfully. 
“L et’s talk to our law yer. We 
could w rite the will so that the 
ones who pay in m ore money 
tow ard our tax would inherit 
larg er shares 
in 
the house 
money sale. Shares would be 
based on the 
am ount 
they 
contribute tow ard the tax. If 
things get better for M ary, she 
would equal off her tax con­ 
tribution. Or we could leave her 
valuables to m ake up for her 
difficulties. 
“ It could w ork,” she an ­ 
sw ers. “ If the kids take up the 
tax p art, w e’ll live b etter our­ 
selves and th ere’s sure to be 
som e money left over. L et’s 
find out how the kids feel about 
the idea.” 
“ W hat it a m o u n ts to is 
sim ple.” Joe suggested. “We’re 
selling the house to our own 
kids and keeping it for our­ 
selves a t the sam e tim e.” 
T h at’s the end of the story. 
The children agreed among 
them selves about the am ount 
they would each pay tow ard the 
property tax. The will was 


rew ritten so that they would 
have fair shares of the in­ 
heritance money produced by 
the sale of the house. In figures 
it w orked out 
ro u g h ly as 
follows : 
On the assum ption that the 
couple would live for 10 years, 
$15,000 would be paid the tax 
men by the children at $500 
each per year. If one of the 
children was in a financial bind, 
he or she m ight skip one or 
m ore paym ents. The two others 
m ight pick up the slack and get 
a g reater percentage when the 
house was sold. 
The parents could check their 
total property value (including 
money 
or 
saleable 
objects) 
each year. They could alter the 
will so the less affluent child 
cam e out okay. The children 
who paid the tax would benefit 
because of the increased value 
of the house after 10 years.

Urbank Creation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
C arter administration is study­ 
ing proposals to create an 
urban development 
bank to 
provide low interest loans for 
financially troubled cities and 
businesses willing to locate in 
cities, UPI learned today. 
Administration sources said 
the concept of an “Urbank” is 
still under study and could be 
scrapped if President Carter 
decides it is not needed. 
But they called it unlikely 
that planning would have ad­ 
vanced to this point without 
“active interest” at the White 
House. 
Any legislative proposals, the 
sources said, 
probably 
will 
include provisions for a rural 
development bank to gain the 
widest possible support in the 
administration and Congress. 
UPI learned the Urbank 
would provide loans to cities at 
1 per cent above the federal 
government’s borrowing costs, 
now less than 5 per cent. It also 
would provide guarantees to 
enable shaky cities to raise 
money in bond m arkets without 
paying premium prices 
O ther 
proposals 
under 
consideration include: 
Government-backed loans 
to businesses willing to locate 
and provide jobs in depressed 
cities. 
— Federal backing of munici­ 
pal bonds to free a city to raise 
more money in public markets. 
An option for cities to offer 
taxable bonds in exchange for a 
35 per cent subsidy from the 
Treasury on the federal taxable 
income Municipal bonds now 
are tax exempt. 
Urbank is little more than a 
concept now, but details are 
being worked out by a team 


headed by Treasury Secretary 
M ichael B lum enthal. O ther 
members come from the White 
House, the Office of Manage­ 
ment and 
Budget 
and 
the 
Treasury Department. 
Administration sources said 
the planning will be complete 
enough that if C arter accepts 
the concept he can announce it 
at the June 11-15 meeting of the 
National Conference of Mayors 
in Tucson, Ariz. 
“ I imagine it would be silly to 
have the forum then wait until 
three weeks later to announce 
the 
p ro g ra m ,” 
said 
John 
Gunther, executive director of 
the Conference of Mayors. 
Big city majors were among 
the first to support the Urbank 
concept 
Sources in the administration 
and associated with the mayors 
emphasized the Urbank will not 
be the final solution for all city 
problems. 
“It is not an easy way out,” 
one said. 
Creation of the Urbank would 
require legislation that would 
be proposed for inclusion in the 
fiscal 1979 budget, which will be 
sent to Congress next January. 
Blumenthal tipped off the 
adm inistration’s thinking about 
an urban banking structure 
during a news conference last 
week when he announced the 
governm ent would lend an 
additional $255 million to New 
York 
He said long-range solutions 
to city financial ills could in­ 
clude “a banking mechanism 
that works in the field of urban 
finance in the same way in 
which the World Bank or the 
I n te r n a tio n a l 
R e g io n a l 
Development banks work in the 
international field.”

LISBON — Intense resistance 
to a 
highly 
controversial 
housing code for Columbiana 
County was indicated when 
irate property owners attended 
the three-hour meeting of the 
Columbiana County Board of 
H ealth T hursday afternoon, 
during which the regulation 
was given second reading. 
It will be up for the third 
reading and final passage at the 
Board’s meeting April 18 at 7:45 
p.m 
in the county annex 
conference room. 
The board had indicated at 
the first reading on Feb. 17 that 
the measure would be up for 
final passage at an evening 
meeting to permit as many as 
possible to attend. 
During the 90-minute session 
the board was represented by 
Del mas Sanford of Liverpool 
Township, president; Dr. A. J. 
Rich of East Palestine, vice 
president, and Lynn Leggett of 
Lisbon. The complaints from 
the property owners seemingly 
centered on the code which was 
termed “unconstitutional” and 
“ v ag u e.” 
B oard 
m em bers 
Eldon Whinnery of Guilford 
Lake and Francis Bezdek of 
Signal were absent. 
The 
code 
is 
aim ed 
at 
protecting the renters of per- 
perty by setting m inim um 
health standards for housing, 
board members have indicated. 
However, several property 
owners pointed out they are 
subject 
to ' inspections 
by 
various governmental units and 
the code would permit other 
inspections and they would be 
at the mercy of the inspector 
Most of the code criticism 
was offered by Nick Ieropoli, 
Mrs. Barbara Kreie and Mrs. 
Pat Kodrich. all of Lisbon, 


Charles Benner of Homeworth 
and Eugene Johnston and Atty. 
Delmar T. O’Hara of Wellsville. 
H e a lth 
C o m m is s io n e r 
William Franks cited various 
statistics, including the fact 
that nine per cent of housing in 
Columbiana 
County 
is 
sub­ 
standard. 
In response to a question 
from Mrs. Kodrich, the com­ 
missioner said he did not know 
what percentage of the nine per 
cent figure was rental housing. 
Ieropoli 
questioned 
how 
many complaints were there 
and the reason why no renters 
apparently 
attended 
the 
session. 
Franks said 
“many com­ 
plaints” had been received and 
noted a higher death rate as a 
result of sub-standard housing. 
He also pointed out that more 
than five per cent of the homes 
in Ohio lack plumbing 
Franks also declared that the 
board’s function is to protect 
the health of “all we can,” but 
also admitted that a housing 
code would be required if the 
county is to receive any funds 
under The D epartm ent of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment (HUD). 
The county at present is not 
receiving any HUD funds, he 
responded to a question from 
Charles Jones of Salem. 
One person asked, “Where 
w ill the people live who cannot 
afford $150 a month rents?” . 
And another pointed out the 
property owners will want a 
return on their investment. 
After the diStussion ended, 
the board resumed its task of 
making suggested changes in 
the wording of the various re­ 
quirements. The meeting ended 
about 5:30 p.m.

Service Halt 
Bill Opposed 
By Utilities 


COLUMBUS (UPI) — Utility 
com pany officials T hursday 
said a bill setting stringent 
requirements before homeow­ 
ners’ utility service can be shut 
off isn’t needed and would boost 
already-high fuel bills. 


Most people who are tardy 
with monthly utility payments, 
said one natural gas company 
executive, could pay the bill if 
they wanted to but are “taking 
advantage of every oppor­ 
tunity” and leaving the utility 
com pany with m illions of 
dollars of “uncollectable” bills. 


The bill, now in hearing 
before the Ohio Senate Energy 
committee, would require a 
utility bill be at least 30 days in 
arrears; the utility company 
personally contact the tardy 
customer; and the appropriate 
county w elfare dep artm en t 
first determine the impact of 
the shut-off before any service 
is terminated. 
The legislation, sponsored by 
Sen. Timothy McCormack, D- 
Euclid, was drafted in response 
to the death earlier this year of 
a northern Ohio person who 
froze after the Ohio Edison Co. 
discontinued heating service to 
his home. 
The requirements of the bill 
“would be a cumbersome and 
very expensive p ro ced u re,” 
testified Russell R. Gifford, 
Cleveland-division vice presi­ 
dent of the East Ohio Gas Co. 
‘T here is no indication that 
present laws are inadequate or 
are not working,” he said. 


Current Ohio law requires 
utility shut off notices be filed 
with the local could welfare 
offices. 
Enactm ent of the bill would 
give a utility “noway to protect 
itself from the nonpaying 
public” said Gifford, adding 
that 13 per cent of the 920,000 
customers his utility serves are 
late in paying their monthly 
bills. 


Last year, he said, East Ohio 
had $3 2 million in “uncollecta­ 
ble” bills, a cost which was 
spread among the 800,000 East 
Ohio customers who pay on 
time. 
Ohio Edison executive Jim 
Markle, said between 50 and 100 
shut-off notices are sent daily 
from his office which serves 
85,000 customers in Elyria and 
Lorain. 
Last January, 
the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio 
ordered no more utility service 
be discontinued until the ex­ 
piration of the winter-heating 
season the end of this month.

‘The best team won tonight,” 
said UCLA Coach Gene Bartow 
“ It’s history. We lost. Jim ’s got 
a great team and they’re very 
deserving of their 25-4 record If 
we played 10 times, I don’t 
know how many they would 
win. But they won tonight and 
that’s what counts.” 
“ i ’m not really surprized we 
won 
I ’m excited ancj happy, 
but not surprised,” said Steve 
Hu yes, who le d all scorers with 
27 points The 7-ioot center also 
grabbed 12 rebounds. 
Idaho State trailed by six at 
halftime, but battled back to 
grab the

with eight 
minutes to go and were ahead, 
62 56, when UCLA went into a 
fullcourt trapping press. But 
the harassing defense resulted 
in eight Bruin fouls in the final 
six minutes and the Bengals 
scored 15 of their final 17 points 
on free throws to stay just 
ahead of the fast closing Pac-8 
champions. 
In the final 37 seconds UCLA 
fouled reserve Ernie Wheeler 
twice.

Low thyroid function may 
be difficult to diagnose in the 
early months of life In fact, it 
is rarely recognized at birth 
The diagnosis is even more 
difficult if the thyroid 
deficiency is not complete. 
The doctor may suspect low 
thyroid function because the 
child is unusually sluggish 
The features of the child may 
be changed because of the low 
thyroid function. The fat inac­ 
tive baby with little interest in 
his surroundings is a result of 
the low thyroid hormone 
production. 
The features differ depen­ 
ding on when the thyroid 
deficiency occurs. It can 
begin in the uterus before the 
baby is born. 
The retarded growth can be 
rather striking. And it is true 
that mental development may 
be affected. It is important to 
make a diagnosis as early as 
possible to prevent this. 
I cannot say whether or not 
your child will have a problem 
in mental development. It 
depends upon too many fac­ 
tors, such as the severity of 
the deficiency and when it ac­ 
tually started If the thyroid 
gland was completely non­ 
functioning in the uterus 
before birth, even giving 
thyroid hormone at birth 
might not have altered the 
outcome. 
If the problem 
began after birth, then your 
baby may develop normally. 
Time and good treatment will 
tell. Meanwhile her develop­ 
ment should continue to be 
rapid to make up for lost time 
and she will no doubt be active 
enough to keep you more than 
busy and happy.

Greasy makeup stains 
take special handling 


D E A R POLLY — F ace and hand cream s have left 
greasy stains on my solid color sh eets and pillow cases 
Has anyone had su ccess in rem oving such stains? — 
ANNE B 


DEAR ANNE B. — One authority su ggests placing the 
stains face down on paper towels and then applying a 
dry cleaning solvent to back side of stain, brushing from 
the center to the outer edges with a clean white cloth. 
Dam pen stain with w ater and rub with BAR soap or 
light duty liquid detergent. Rinse and launder. 
I have had good luck rem oving lipstick stains (greasy) 
from pillow cases by rubbing petroleum jelly into stains 
and then applying liquid detergent. With a light rubbing 
stains disappear. Rinse out and then launder as usual. —

Peter Herold Reports 


The follow ing w eek, Mr. 
Herold runs a 
picture 
and 
article of the Methodist Church. 
He stated: “The church history 
within the vicinity of Wash- 
in gtonville w hether of one 
denomination 
or 
another 
is 
substantially sim ilar, but so far 
as the Methodist Church is 
concerned the building shown 
in this illustration is the first 
and only one of that set ever 
built here. (Our present 130 
year old Village Hall.) The 
tablet above the door reads 
“Methodist Episcopal Church, 
E rected 
1842” . 
T here 
is 
however this peculiar feature 
about 
M ethodism 
that the 
conference sends the pastor to 
the flock while the flock extends 
no call to the pastor so that no 
ME.Church is without a pastor 
and no pastor is without a 
pulpit. 
“There only remains four 
more years (1907) until Wash- 
ingtonville can celebrate its 
centennial. 
Gather 
up 
your 
relics, send for a few shows, 
and get the band out. 
“A brass band is the pride of 
every community. “Music hath 
charms to sootne the savage 
beasts" and “He who hath no 
music in himself and is not 
moved with concord of sweet 
sounds if only fit for treasons, 
strategem s and spoils, trust 
him not” , said Shakespeare. 
The mast civilizing thing in any 
locality is the volunteer brass 
band or drum corps, but it 
requires considerable energy 
for each man to buy his own 
horn, his own sheet music, pay
